PORT AU PRINCE, HATTI, May 31 — 


About two o'clock thin afternoon an 
American squadron, composed of four- 
teen war ships, of which the cruiser 
New York showed the flag of Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, and a number of tor- 
pedo boats, began a bombardment with 
heavy guns of the forts in the harbor 
of Santiago de Cuba. 
The fire was 


directed principally against the forts in 
the harbor. The forts of Morro Castle, 
Li Zecapa and Punta Carda suffered 
principally. The cannonading was very 
persistent and cannot have failed to 
have been effective. 
The town, which 


is situated near the inner end of the 
harbor, escaped damage, and at 3:45 P. 
M, the cannonading censed. 


At about three o'clock cannon dis- 


charges were heard at a distance, pre- 
sumably at sea, and continuing for some 
time, when they finally ceased. The 
Spanish authorities maintain a strict 
reticence as to the number of victims,

MUNYON'S VIEWS.

the epoch of eagerness fox latest news 
of th* war has pas"»«d, somebody will 
tell the true story of th* cutting of the 
cable at Cienfuegoi. And when that 
story is told people will 
understand 


more clearly than they understand to- 
day what sort of stuS UuncU Sam's 
navy Is made of. 


It was a th«n* for Vlctot Hugo or a 


picture for a M*lssoln»r. that three 
hours of heroism, determination and 
death In th* Bay of Clenfuegos that 
bright May uiotnlng. The men knew 
that death awaited them. They knew 
w hen the small boats were lowered from 
the ships and they pulled toward the 
shore that whil* they worked a thousand 
Spaniards were concealed in the tali 
grass and the underbrush of the shore, 
awaiting to shower bullets upon them. 
The lookouts from the masts knew thl*. 
The officers knew It. the men knew it, 
but the order to cut the cable had been 
given and the command was obeyed. 


Small sections of the cable which 


these brave seamen cut that morning 
are much sought for souvenirs at Key 
West hotels since the warships brought 
the dead and wounded after the work 
•was done. 


There la something amusing and at the 


same time inspiring in the picture one 
often looks upon in the rotunda of the 
hotel as one of the wounded men hap- 
pens to stroll In. He sees the valued 
little souvenirs passed about from hand 
to hand. He hears the story told over 
and over again, and he smiles In silence 
and limps away. He alone knows the 
story. But he is the last one to tell it. 
Ask him about It and he tells you the 
cable was cut, two men were killed and 
six badly wounded. That is about all. 


Lieutenant C. M. R. Winslow of the 


Nashville, who was in command of^he 
expedition, came into the hotel last even- 
Ing, 
and was soon surrounded by 


croup of friends eager to hear his story 
of the affair In which ha was prlncl§al 
figure. He had been wounded in the l?ft 
hand and hi* arm was yet In a sling. He 
was not eager to talk of the matter, but 
little by little the details were drawn 
out, and this Is the story about as he 
told it: 


The Marblehead, Nashville and Win- 


dom were detailed to do the perilous 
woi k. The town of Clentuegos is situ- 
ated some distance back from the sea. 
In a harbor which winds and twists 
about between high hills, completely 
obscuring It from ships standing out at 
sea. Near the mouth of the harbor the 
land is low for some distance back from 
the coast, and then there is a sudden 
rise—a sharp bluff towering up and cov- 
ered with trees. The low land Is cov- 
ered -with tall grass and underbrush. 
The cable house, which the Americans 
desired to destroy, was located very 
close—within a few feet of the water. 
Not far from this on one side was a 
lighthouse and on the other side an old 
blockhouse, or lookout, such as the 
Spanish in former years established all 
along the coast. They were built for 
the purposes of intercepting filibuster- 
ing expeditions. 


It was the plan of the Americans to 


send out the small boats from the ships, 
and proceed close to the shore, pick up 
the cables with grappling Irons and cut 
out a section of sufficient length to pre- 
vent the po'ilbllity ol mending them by 
reuniting th» severed ends. 


When daylight cam* 'the three -war- 


ships -were in position a short distance 
out from the shore. With the first rays 
of light the lookouts began to scan the 
shore and it was soon discovered that 
the Spanfaids were expecting them, and 
evidently knew the mission of the ships 


Rifle pits were plainly distinguished at 


the very -water's edge and commanding 
the point -where the cable was supposed 
to l>e and where the Americans would 
have to go in their small boats Rapid- 
fire guns and small cannon could be seen 
The polished steel and brass of the guns 
glistened in the sunlight. Squads of In- 
fantry swarmed like insects upon the 
shore. Groups of cavalry were galloping 
her* and there, constantly racing up and 
down a dusty white path that runs from 
the shore on the side of the bluff to the 
hilltop. All thla the men saw, but, as if 
the shore were a desert, the boats were 
lowered the Implements were put In and 
the perilous voyage was begun. 


The little flotilla that did the haiardous 


work consisted of two small steam 
launches, and half a dozen ordinary row- 
boats. The launches were armed with 
machine guns and were designed to do 
what they could in protecting the men 
in the small boats as they worked and 
tow them back to the ships In case the 
men were so badly disabled that they 
were unable to use th* oars. 


With steady nerves and strong arms 


th* sailors pulled directly In shore to- 


ur«wt tmm W worn •pwraiiy. i*nta« 
them that any moment a volley might 
come. They mad* no reply but bent to 
their work. At last one of the grap- 
pling hooks oaugbt something a few 
Inches b*low the soft white sand and the 
arm* of two strong sailors soon brought 
the cable Into view. 


Then oam* th* first shot. It was just 


a flash, a aharp snap, a singling over the 
h*ad of th* sailors and a splash in the 
water beyond. There was no white putt 
from the shot. Th* Spalards were using 
smokeless powder. But It was the signal 
for th* opening of a deadly flre upon the 
men in the boats. It was promptly an- 
swered by the guns on the ships out in 
the bay. A hurricane of shell shrieked 
and hissed above the heads of the sailors 
in the boats and tore to fragments the 
earth where th* Spaniards were crouch- 
Ing and hiding. Again and again the 
guns roared from the ships. Again and 
again great clouds of dust and debris 
flew skyward on the shore. Another 
mighty crash from the Nashville and the 
cable house flew Into the air torn into 
numberless 1 ragments. Another crash 
from the Marblehead and the blockhouse 
was in ruins. Then this Iron storm from 
the sea swung around and swept the hill- 
side. It shatt^-ed the rocks and trees. I 
plowed great furrows In the soft sand. I 
drove a throng of panic-stricken mer 
scurrying to shelter. Then it lowered 
again .and raked and riddled the rifle 
pits. What markmanship! 


The terrible flie pouring in upon th 


rifle pits passed only a. few feet abov 
the sailors working in the boats. Wh 
but Yankee gunneis could do that—whi 
would do it, and who but Yankee sailor 
would work on like heroes under such 
blast fuinaee of destruction At the Urn 
a heavy rolling and the miscalculation 
of a fraction of an inch or the fraction o 
a second would have slaughtered th 
men in the boats. 


But there came a moment's pause i 


the awful bellowing from the ships »n 
that moment was the fatal one. Snai 
snap, crash, fiom 100 different points 
came the fire fiom the Spanish rifles, an 
eight brave men sank do« n in the boat 
Two were dead and six weie wounded. 


But the Spaniards were too late A 


ready one cable had been hauled up and j 
150 feet cut out of It. This was the ca- 
ble that ran to Batabano and connected 
with Havana, It was slow, laborious 
work. The heavy cables had to be hauled 
up across the small boats and then by 
slow degrees the tough stoel wires were 
hacked off with axes, chisels and saws. 


After the volley had been flrod by the 


Spaniards the men transferred the dead 
and wounded to another boat and beyan 
looking for the other cable, which ran 
east to Bantrago. This was soon found, 
and again, under the canopy of shot and 
shall from the ships, they worked bravely 
on until a section of 80 feet had been ta- 
ken from that one. After this another 
smaller cable running to some local point 
east was cut, and Captain General 
Blanco's last line of communication %s ith 
the world was apparently severed

the cabinet at 11 o'clock. There was. 
therefore, no news from the front that 
he could impart to callers. 


Senators ],odge, Fornker, Lindsay 


and Hanna were closeted with the pres- 
ident separately. 
The president took 


occasion during the forenoon to reiterate 
to callers his conviction that the an- 
nexation of Hawaii should be speedily 
accomplished. 


Prior to the cabinet meeting, reporls 


were current that the president hud told 
Koine of his callers that he expected Com- 
modore Schley would attack Admiral 
Cervera today In Santiago harbor. In- 
quiry failed tn substantiate this report. 
On the contrary, thn.oe In a position to 
know the general plans of attack stated 
that the navy and army would act to- 
gether, and that one branch of the serv- 
ice was not likely to strike a decisive 
blow until the other was ready to co- 
operate and thus make the blow doubly 
effective. 


While there continues to be entire ofli- 


cial ret'n'Priet' as to the exact point of in- 
vasion, the concensus of opinion drawn 
from the most intelligent sources, Is thnt 
the eastern end of Cuba, ronstltuti-s 
the province of Santiago, w i t h Santiago 
de Cuba as its ciipitol. and Porto Rico 
will be among the objective points. For 
this reason the situation in Santiago 
province and 1'orto liico was thoroughly 
canvassed.

United States. 


Senator Lodge has decided not' to for- 


mally offer his Hawaiian annexation 
proposition as an amendment to the war 
r«v«nue bill, but he thinks that final ad- 
journment of conpress can be delayed 
in order to allow the Hawaiian question 
to be disposed of this session. 


Benator Morgan said today that it was

Biggest Expedition 
Ever Sent 


From the United States. 


Key West May 31.—Nearly 400 men, 


with a pack train and a large quantity 
of arms and ammunition sailed for Guan- 
tani«io on the Plant line steamer Flori- 
da on the night of May 21. These men and 
the equlpinei/ constituted an expedition 
able to open 
independently and to de- 


fend itself against any body of Span- 
ish troops which might oppose it. 


The expedition was under the com- 


mand of Colonel Jose Lacret formerly 
insurgent commander in Matanzas prov- 
ince. He assumed the direction of af- 
fairs immediately on the landing of the 
expedition. T'ntil then General Joaquin 
Castillo was in control. In the landing 
of the expedition the United States army- 
was represented by Captain J.' A. Dorst, 
and Thomas Estrada Palama was repre- 
sented by J. K. Cartaya, who has been 
the landing agent of nearly every fili- 
bustering expedition for more than a 
year. Castillo. Cartaya and Dorst will 
return to Key West. General Julio San- 
guily, on the way to report to General 
Maximo Gomez, was also on the boat. 


Tills is the most powerful anti-Spanish 


expedition ever sent to Cuba. About 300 
of the men are Cubans; the others are 
Arm-ricans. The engineer corps of the ex- 
pedition is composed entirely of Anierl- 
rans. under Aurelian Ladd, and includes 
experts in explosives. Three of the four 
physicians with the party are Americans. 


The men were dressed In canvas um- 


foirns furnished by the United States 
government, and the commissary de- 
partment had rations enough to last 15 
days after landing. The pm k train con- 
sisted of 70 mules and 2f> Imisrs. The ex- 
pedition carried 7000 rides and :;.000,000 
rounds of ammunition for General C;U- 
ixto Garcia. The expedition is composed 
of hardy fellows who looked IK for any- 
thing. 


The Red Cross Relief steamer State of 


Texas, with provisions for the starving 
Cubans, and which had been at anchor 
in the harbor of Key West for three 
weeks, also sailed for Cuba on May 21. 
The ship Hies the Red Cross (lag, and on 
each of her black sides is painted a large 
red cross. 


The expedition was landed on the coast 


of Cuba cm Thursday morning last. 


When I ho Florida, escorted by the 


Osceola, drew up close to the shore at 
the place selected for the landing, she 
sent scouts ashore to see if all was clear. 
These scouts were greeted by Generals 
Feria and Kojas, with some lf)00 armed 
insurgents. 
Consequently, far 
from 


there being- any hostile demonstration 
upon the part of the Spaniards, the land- 
ing of the expedition was In the nature of 
a triumphal invasion. The Cubans, who 
were in watching for the party, hud a 
brass band and welcomed the new-Com- 
ers with national airs. 


The work of unloading the enrgo of 


the Florida was promptly begun, and 
curried on by the 4H2 men comprising the 
expedition. There was nothing in the 
nature of interruption until the work 
•was finished on the night of Friday last. 


While the cargo was being unloaded 


the Osceola, an auxiliary gunboat, with 
her guns ready for action, scouted about 


cmis ncgaii tne woric or paying the Ohio' 
volunteers today. The Pennsylvania ofll- \ 
elals finished paying their men today. 
The majority of the volunteers have hud 
no pay for their services before l>eing 
mustered In und are loud in their com- 
plaints. 


The Second division was scheduled for 


a sham battle today, but this morning it 
was decide dto postpone the event. Kegi- , 
mental and company drills are keeping' 
the men employed. Inspector General [ 
P.reckmridge states that he will remain 
here a week longer.
